Biplane Strikes Ditig:ble 
and Both Are Torn 
to Shreds. 


NONE ONBOARD ESCAPE

Nine Members of Austrian 
Military Corps Crushed 
~ fo Death. 


VIENNA, June 20.—Nine terribly burned | 
and mutilated bodies, the splintered frag- 
ments of an aercplane, and the charred 
remnants of a big dirigible balloos are the 
mule records of one of the most tragic~cér- 
tainly the most sensational—disasters which 
have occurred since man learned to fly. 

The caiastrophe, which resulted in the 
death of all concerned, followed a mimic et- 
tack by the aeroplane on the dirigible at a 
great height duiing thé Ausirian army ma- 
neuvers, and it serves to shoW, more than 
any previous accidents to flying machines 
have’ done, the horrors that would bé Likely 
LO altend aérial warfare. 


Dirigible on Scout Trip. 

The dirigiblie miliary bailoon Koertling 
left bischamend, a market town eleven miles 
from Vienna, at & o'clock this mbdrning. it 
was manned by Capt: Johann Hauswirth, in 
E.nst..Holstetier, Liéut:

Big Crowd Sees Engagement, 

The news had gone abrvueu .ual sumething 
in the nature of @ sham aerial fight wouie 
take place, and at Koenigsberg, the scene 
of the engagement, @ big crowd had gath- 
ered. Quickly the smaiier but much speed- 
ier craft overtook the big airship, ane then 
the spectators watched @ thrLiing sight. 


Like a wasp bent on atiacking some | 


clumsy enemy, the aeroplane circied sev- 
eral times around the bauoon, now darting 


close to it, and then away, alweys appar- | 


ently steering off just in time to avoid an 
actual collision. 

Meanwhile, the validen eontinued to rise 
until it was about 1,300 feet from the ground. 
The aeroplane, at a still greater height, 
maneuvered until it appeared to be nearly 
over the airship. Then it began its descent. 


Error in Distance Cause. 

It was the evident intention of the pilot 
of the aéroplane to take up a@ position directly 
above the dirigible, within striking distance, 
but, owing either to 4 miscalculation of the 
distance separating the two eraft, or of 
speed, the nose of the biplane struck the 
envelope ef the airship and ripped it wide 
open. 

A treméndous explosion followed; the bal- 
loon burst into flames, which enveloped 
the biplane, and in a moment the wreckage 
began to drop, crashing like lead to the 
slope of a hill. 

Almost at the game moment the wife of 
fieut. Hofstetter, who had been married only 
a month, arrived in a motor car. 


Victims Are Killed Instantly. 
The envelope of the belioon was stil burn- 


ing when it struck the ground. 

Lieut. Flata when extricate@ from the 
wrickage of the aeroplane, showed faint 
sighs of life; his body quivered. and he seemed | 
to be making an effort to raise himself, but 
almost immediately he expired: All the other 
aviators were killed instantly. 

Military officers who witnessed the disas- 
ter eaid the maneuvers had been undertaken 
with instructions to carry out as far as pos- 
sible actual wet conditions, in which an 
aeroplane was attacking a dirigible, the lat. 
ter trying to repel the assault. The occu- 
pants of both craft had been ordered to com 
duct themselves as they would in an actual 
aerial combat. 

Biplane Caught in Eddies, 

According to $0Me@ experts the catastro- 
phe was caused by the aeroplane being 
caught in the eddies from the balloon. They 
aitribute the ateident to @ species of whiri- 
wind caused by the a:rship’s propeller, ween 
drew in the smaller machine.

According to Attorney General 
Lucey, representatives of the Marquette Na- 
tional Insurance company three days be- 
fore the bank closed made a demand for that 
amount, which represented the total of the 
insurance company’s account. 

They were told by officials of the bank 
that the checks could not be cashed. Officials 
of the insurance company “kicked,” it was 
said, and with effect, so farasit went, Ar- 
rangements were made by which $374,000 in 
perfectly good collateral were bundled to- 
gether and marked off for the insurance com- 
pany in lieu of the cash that could not be 
produced. 

Harkin then inthevaned. He found the col- 
lateral marked off to the insurance company 
stowed away in the vault ready for de- 
livery.

Children Find Relief in Aromatie 
Oils at Plants.

The gas plant has taken the whoop out of 
whooping cough. Children now go to a gas 
factory and turn their noses toward a scin- 
tillating pile of iron pyrites in the purifying 
room and, presto! their colds, sore throats. 
and heavy chests disappear. 

Anna Tinerlla and Baby Joe, Angelina 
Corso, Lena, and Mary, and Sam, of Larra- 
bee street, all took the “gas” treatment in 
the north station of the Peoples Gas company 
at 1122 Crosby street. | 

Superintendent J. W. Lawlor had opened 
a box of “spent oxide,"' from which rose 
strong odors of soothing aromatic oils.. The 
children gathered about the healing box and 


sniffed. Then they romped in the long room, | 


stopping in their play for more sniffs. 


Room for Families, 

‘* Sometimes the entire family afflicted with 
colds comes and stays all day,’’ said the su- 
perintendent. “‘ That is why we havea room 
fitted up for people who come for the old 
fashioned remedy. If we can do anything to 
help the people along we are pleased. Near- 
ly all the branch stations have such rooms 
used as free clinics for the people in their 
neighborhoods, But it is not gas that they 
inhale, as they think. Itis the aromatic oil. 

R. B. Harper, superintendent of the testing 
laboratories of the gas plants, gave the chem- 
ical analysis of the treatment. 

‘There is a steel tank with a bottom of 
wcoden gratings. This is filled with purifica- 
tion materials. The boxes hold from 3.000 to 
10,000 bushels of purifying material, which 
consists of pine shavings coated with iron 
rust. A trough of water is connected with 
thé steel tank, which seals it from the air. 


Takes Sulphur Out of Gas. 


“In crude gas there is much sulphur. The 


object of the purifying material is to take 
the sulphureted hydrogen out of the crude 
gas. Slowly the pine shavings absorb aro- 
matic olis. When the purifying material re- 
fuses longer to take out the sulphureted 
hydrogen it is called ‘ spent oxide’ and is 
thrown away. 


‘The shavings then give off the strong 


odors of the aromatic ofls, which cure coughs 
and colds.”’ 

J. H. Eustace of the Peoples Gas company 
has permitted persons suffering from rheu- 


matism to collect “drip oil’ at the various 


gas stations for their ills, it was said. The 


employés in the different plants are said 


never to have colds; sore throats are un- 
known. This is because they inhale the 
odors about the plant. 

“Gas,” said Mr. Harper, “never is per- 
mitted to escape.” |

“T did it because I loved him,” she is al- 

‘leged to have told the police, who say also 
that she declared she was jealous of her hus- 
band. 

Auto Party Makes Find. 

A party of men in an automobile came upon 
the body with the woman beside it, and after 
questioning her they hurried here and noti- 
fied the police. 

When Chief Andrew Davis and Dr. John 


Knowlton, the medical referee, reached the 


scene they found Mrs. Folsom still standing 
over the body and clutching a revolver, ac- 
cording to their statement. 


She made no resistance to arrest and PF. 


handed the weapon over to Chief Davis.

“TY don’t think he is,” she said. “ Feel 
his pulse.” 

The medical referee made another exam- 
fmation of the body. finding no sign of life, 
and Mrs. Folsom stepped into the chief's 
automobile, saying simply, “ All right.’

TAKE 94 BODIES FROM MINE; 
HOPE GONE FOR 103 OTHERS. 


Explosion in Canadian Shaft Now Be- 
lieved to Have Been Caused by 
Formation of Gases. 


Lethbridge, Alta., June 20.—The bodies of 
ninety-four of the 197 miners entombed when 
a terrific explosion wrecked the inner work- 
ings of mine No. 20 of the Hillcrest, Alberta, 
collieries, limited, yesterday, had been 
brought to the surface tonight. 

All hope of rescuing alive any of the re- 
maining 103 members of the ill fated crew 
that entered the mine yesterday had been 
abandoned. 

That the explosion was due to the forming 
of gases in the lower levels of the mine has 
been generally accepted.

We met 
the girls in front of the Chicago Beach hotel 
and went foraride. We both know the girls 


well, but do not want their names dragged 
into the affair."’ 


Four in One Seat. 

The car contained oniy one seat, but there 
were four people in it ‘at the time of the 
accident, according tq Policeman Stokes, 
who arrested Allen, , 

“The car was going forty miles an hour,” 
Stokes said, ‘‘I shouted for them'to stop, 
but they only increased the speed. I fired 
six shots, The car was then a block away. 
It came to a stop. People told mé they saw 
two women get out before I caught up with 
the car. Allen was the only one in it. 
Further back on Cornel] avenue I came upon 
Spiegel, who was unconscious.”

The jail population is officially divided by 
gheiff Zimmer into several classes—those 

and awaiting trial, those awaiting 
action of the grand jury, the Municipal court, 
or federal court, those there on habeas corpus 
grites, those serving jail sentences, those 
awaiting transfer to other institutions, and 
the debtors. 7 


238 Are Indictment Cases. 

Yn an official report the sheriff on June 1 
mid there were 238 awaiting trial on indict- 
ments. This is the largest number the sheriff 
has reported at the beginning of any court 
term since last September, except in January 
and February, when the annual crime wave 
was at ite height. When the court year 
g@arted last September there were only 128 
ewaiting trial. 

That condition was brought about largely 
through the individual effort of Judge Petit, 
who called for volunteers among the judges 
to devote part of their vacation period to 
hearing jail cases. The judge said yesterday 
he will ask Judge Brentano, chief justice of 
the Criminal court, to issue a call this year. 
Also Judge ‘Petit called a grand jury in Au- 
gust—the only month in the year when ordi- 
parily no grand jury is in session. 

‘State's Attorney Hoyne said yesterday that 

his staff is willing to work during the hot 
geaton. He intimated that he will be able 
to keep a number of extra judges busy. 


_  Hoyne Wants More Judges. 

“The whole point is that the Criminal 
court needs six judges,” said Mr. Hoyne. 
"Until we have that many the cases are 
bound to accumulate. The county is per- 
mitted to have one judge for each 50,000 in- 
habitants, and if Cook county had that num- 
ber we would not need country judges, the

swallowed up the little gunboat, a fire broke 
out In the coal bunkers while we were try- 
ing to keep the vessel’s head up to the wind, 
and in doing 80, were headed straight for 
| China and the open China sea: the Samar 
nearly rolled over when it became urgently 
; necessary to get it headed back for some 
Kind of shelter, and it barely missef an 
uncharted reef when we fairly flew into 
San Fernando bay. 

The storm was so great that commun:‘ca- 
| tion with shore was impossible, or at least 
was considered 80, and communication with 
| 
| 
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the shoré was absolutely and imperatively 
necessary. Mustin swam ashore through 
waves and surf and sharks, reached the ariny 
leaders, and managed to swim back through 
& surf through which no boat could pass. 

It was a brilliant and daring achievement 
and I conceived an admiration for Mustin 
that has always endured. 

My last recollection of Mustin, just before 
T landed in San Fernando bay to join the 
army, was of a young man in undershirt and 
battered trousers, and badly damaged cap. 
Last week I called on Mustin here in the 

'  Woadstead off Vera Cruz. Time had effected 
& wondrous change. He was now in com-

Lard Randolph Churchill, now inherits all 
the property whereof the late Lord Wim- 
borne diéd possessed, under the will; where- 
im he “ thanked God for giving him a wife so 
sweet, so loving, so capable.” 


Distinguished in Army. 

The present Lord Wimborne, aged 41, 
served with distinction in South Africa and 
subsequently had a separate peerage con- 
ferred‘ for valuable services to the L beral 
party, becoming Lord Ashby St. Ledgers and 
paymastér general in 1910. Now, according 
to custom, he is known only by his father’s 
title. He is a lord in waiting, a good sports- 
man, in politics a Liberal, with conservative 
instincts, actively interested in land and 
social reforms connected with agriculture. 

After the ceremonial reception of the con- 
querors and cup by the Hurlingham club 
Capt. Barrett and his men will have to face 
the rigors of London hospitality.

Intervention of Matlonalist 
Volunteers Makes Great 
Change in Situation, 


TORIES HELP MOVEMENT

LONDON, June 20.~—This week has gone 

very well for the Liberals, and signe are 

growing that in spite of many vivlent 
speeches we approach a more reasonable 
state of mind. 

This change in the situation is due tomany 
causes; but undoubtedly the Nationalist vol- 
unteers are the chief reason. The Tories, 
too, have helped to make the intervention 
of these volunteers more effective and more 
striking by their illogical attempts to force 
the hand of the government to put them 
down. 

The Liberals hdd their sides with laughter 
while Lord Robert Cecil and other Tory ex- 
tremists who have given godspeed to the 
Orange volunteer movement complained of 
the Irish volunteer. as iilegal, unconetitu- 
tional, and calculated to intimidate the free 
will of parliament; and now and then when 
Lord Cecil or other Tories asked who began 
and who were responsible for all this illewal- 
ity a tempest of cheers from the Liberal 
benches supplied an effective answer. 


In short, this debate immensely helped the 
volunteer movement, and was perhaps one 
of the most vital turning points of the whole 
struggle. It is at l&st realized that this 
appeal of Sir Edward Carson to force has 
brought into being another and far stronger 
appeal to force from the overwhelming Na- 
tionalist majority, and, what is perhaps as 
important, has ranged on the side of this 
counter appeal all the democratic masses of 
England, ¢riven to fury by the insolence of 
the Orangemen, by the arrogance of the aris- 
tocracy, and, above all, by the attempt of 
the Tory army to dictate to a popular minis- 
try and the democratic house of commons, 
Thus a party of law and order has already 
met the Nemesis which always pursues such 
a party when it appeals to force and law- 
lessness. ‘4 

This new development in the Irish cam- 
paign must color everything whith will hap- 
pen in the few remaining weeks. For the re- 
maining stages of the struggle Sir Edward 
Carsoh may contifue to make Ddiustering 
allusions to the determination of the Orange 
volunteers, but such appeals fall in an entire- 
ly different atmosphere now. First, it is now 
realized that even if Carson's threate and 
Carson's volunteers could destroy the home 
rule bill and the home rule ministry any 
Tory ministry which succeeded would have 
to face an even more formidable force in 
Ireland, and the cry of civil war and the 
dread of civil war, which has proved such 
an effective weapon to Careon in dragging 
concessions from the Libefal ministers has 
passed into the hants of the Nationalists. 
They can make even a stronger appeal than 
the Orangemen that civil war can be avoided 
only by the grant of home rule and the im- 
mediate and peaceful settlement of all out- 


standing issues between the two Irish parties. 


Uprising Startles Tories, 

’ This sudden and universal uprising of 
Nationalist Ireland, apart altogether from 
its seriousness as a material force, has 
startled even the most virulent English 
Tory from his happy illusion that the home 
rule sentiment of Ireland was sleeping, if 
not dead, and, in short, everybody from the 
king downward now realizes that the ques- 
tion has got to be settled, and settled now. 

One final hopé remained with the Tories, 
especially in Ireland—namely: that the Na- 
teanal volunteers might have been turned 
into a weapon against Redmond and the 
Irish party, or that alternately the struggle 
between Redmond and the anti-parliament- 
ar¢ men, who had got temporary hold of the 
volunteers in some parts of the country, 
would smash up the whole movement in @ 
disreputable and disastrous Irish row. 
Either of these consequences might have 
followed if it were not for thé sound sense 
of the Irish people themselves. When the 
Irish people realized subterranean influences 
were at work against Redmond and his party 
in the movement now triumphantly ap- 


disapproval ewept from one end of Ireland 
to the other, and in less than twenty-four 


hours all opposition to Redmond vanished. 


O’Brien Loses Cork County Council

Army Officers Take Up Casé. 

The evidence brought out in the trial was 
quite complete, and no person listening to 
it would have had any doubt as to the guilt 
of the;three men. Where the authorities 
went astray was that in their investiga- 
tion they relied to.a great extent upon 
Landas, the presidente, and a native con- 
stabulary officer who was either incompe- 
tent or implicated with Noriel. However, 
Buendia, being a scout, and finding no help 
for himself among the civil authorities, ap- 
pealed to his officers. Two of these officers, 
both well acquainted with native .methods, 
the Tagalog dialect, and the past record of 
Mariano Noriel, took up the case. 

After considerable work, extending over 
one and one-half years, in which the chief | 
of the constabulary secret service took a very 
prominent part, the truth was finally ob- 
tained. It resulted in the arrest and trial of - 
Noriel, Landas, and Malabanan. They were.

Finally Sentenced to Death. . 

All of the accused were finally sentenced 
to death. The sentence has since been unani- 
mously affirmed by the Supreme court of the 
Philippine islands. In spite of this, a peti- 
tion is being circulated to ask for executive 
clemency. This petition is being supported 
' practically by the whole of the Filipino 
presse and by e number of leading Filipindés, 
among whom are several members of the 
Philippine assembly. 

Mariano Noriel wasa general in the insur- 
rection and a leeder in his province. It 
might be urged that he was an exception to 
the rule. While not as vicious as Noriel it 
has been shown that practically all of the 


Filipino leaders in the insurrection used { 


assaesination as a means to accomplish their

Statesmen of Both Nations 
Hold Conference to Bring 
About Conciliation. 


SUPER-PATRIOTS SNEER.

BERLIN, June 9.—Effective steps toward 
Europe’s long sought ideal of a rapproche- 
ment between Germany and France have just 
been taken on the neutral soil of Switzerland. 
A representative conference of members of 
the German reichstag and French chamber 
of deputies, speaking for the large majorities 
of their respective parliaments, decided that 
a friendly understanding between Europe's 
“traditional foes" Nes within the domain 
of prackical politics and consecrated them- 
selves to bringing it about. The conference 
took place at Basel. It was the outcome of 
@ preliminary meeting of the same kind a 
year ago.. Pla 

In 1913, at Berne, the French delegates far 
eutnumbered ‘the.German, who wefe oon- 


and Radical parties. At Basel the German 
delegation of seventeen was numerically in 
the ascendant, and included representatives 
of every party in the réichstag, except the 
Conservatives, "The Germans spoke for con- 
siderably more than half the total member- 
ship of the reichstag. The Frenchmen rep- 
resented four-fifths of their parliament, 


Organize News Service. 

Men in both countries, not unduly given to 

political optimism, believe that*a seed has 
been planted which is destined to bear 
rich fruit, even though the ripening process 
may not be rapid. The Basel conference 
took tangible action’ in two directions. It 
decided, first of all, to organize a compre- 
hensive * conciliation news service,’’ whose 
activities should be exercised primarily in 
the direction of counteracting provocatory 
publications in the press of both countries, 
particularly when “incidents "’ occur. It is 
the exaggerated versions of ‘‘ incidents,”’ the 
conference thought, which, more than any- 
thing else, inflame popular passions east and 
west of the Rhine and retard the development 
of conciliatory sentiment. Having system- 
atically created an atmosphere of mutual tol- 
eration, the way will be paved for aneventual 
“ understanding.’ : 
German and French politicians of the high- 
est standing participated in the Basel peace 
council. The delegation from the reichstag 
was headed by Herr Conrad Haussmann, the 
distinguished Wuertemberg lawyer, who has 
for many years been an infiuential leader 
of the Liberal-Progressive party in Germany. 
He was ably supported by Prof. Franz von 
Liszt, who, in addition to being the dean of 
the faculty of criminal law at the University 
of Berlin, is a member both of the reichstag 
and the Prussian diet. The French delega- 
tion was led by Baron d’Estournelles de 
Constant and M. Jaurez, the celebrated So- 
cialist. 


No Academic Air Castles. 

No time was lost at Basel building academ- 
ic air castles about the beauties of interna- 
tional peace and brotherly love. The con- 
ference voted unanimously to confine itself 
to practical measures. After launching the 
“conciliation news service,’’ it was decided 
to hold at a later date during the present 
year, probably autumn, two great interpar- 
Hamentary ‘“friendship’’ demonstrations, 
not, as inthe case of their forerunners, in 
neutral Swiss territory, but in Germany 
and France themselves, On the same day 
parties of German parliamentarians will go 
to France and be welcomed by French col- 
leagues, and French parilamentariang will 
come to this country and be greeted by Ger- 
man colleagues. Cities other than Berlin and 
Paris will be selected for the demonstrations, 
which, it is hoped, will have far reaching 
effects.

Alsace-Lorraine a Closed Incident. 

They declare that if Germany and France 
can simply bring themselves to affirm in 
solemn and binding fashion that the father- 
land does not contemplate a ‘ preventive 
war’ and that the republic has abandoned 
thought of a “ war of revenge,’’ Alsace-Lor- 
raine must rapidly become a closed incident 
for France, as it has been for Germany ever 
since the peace of Frankfort. The Germans 
ask their French friends to sonsider, more- 
over, that the overwhelming majority of the 
inhabitants of Aleace-Lorraine, as evidenced 
by a recent expression of their own pariia- 
ment, feel themselves German and sincerely 
wish to remain such. 

Reviewing the results of the Basel meet- 
fing, Prof. von Liszt writes: : 

“all of us—French and German alike— 
were firmly conyinced that this mighty ex- 
pression of a desire for peace between Ger- 
many and France will find a lasting echo in 
the hearts of both nations. Professi agi- 
tators in each country must now be co ced 
that they have at their back a rapidly dimin- 
ishing section of the population. That spokes- 
men of the leading parties in the reichstag 
and the chamber of deputies have met to- 
gether, for all the world to see, to advocate 
a rapproachement between Germany and 
France will also not fail to make an im- 
pression on those people who either con- 
sciously or unconsciously sefve the interna- 
tional armaments industry to the detriment 
of their fatherland. — |

It was gratifying to’ watch the sure and 
capable way be handled U. 8S.

Already the great fleet of battleships was 
beginning to shrink to toy proportions by the 
time we reachedit. In front of me the height 
registering machine was rapidly markine 
the changes in altitude as we climbed in the 
sky; 800, 400, 500 feet were quickly registered 
as the machine fought against the forty 
mile wind from the sea. Only once in a 
while was there a lurch, and then it was 
Slight and not disturbing. Once past the 
fleet we flew far out over the reefs that lay 
five or six miles to seaward and then swung 
in a wide sweep back toward the land. Our 
speed with the wind swas amazing. It was 
the machine’s normal speed of sixty-five 
miles an hour plus the forty mile wind, a 
total of over a hundred miles an hour. This 
was the westward speed estimated by Capt. 
Mustin and the other aviatore who were 
watching the, flight ftom below. 

In the meantime, I had been busily photo- 


graphing. My camera was a 8A kodak and 
unfortunately not adapted to successful pho- 
tography from a fiying boat. The hood ob- 
structed the camera in a direct front view 
and it was, therefore, necessary to hold the 
camera at afm’s length out over the side of 
the boat and “fire” without aiming. I 
hoped the results might be fairly good de- 
spite this bandicap. | 

In my inexperience in photographing under

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“ONE MAN AND ONE 
CORK FENDER.” 


These, Says Joseph Conrad, Could 
Have Averted the Destruction 
of the Empress of Ireland and 
a Thousand Lives. 


BY JOSEPH CONRAD.

Mirror of the Sea,’ “Twict Land and 
Sea,” etc.) 

LONDON, June .11—If we ask ourselves 
what it was that was needed to avert the Em- 
press of Ireland disaster costing so many 
lives, spreading. so much sorrow, and to a 
certain point shocking the public conscience 
—if we ask that question, what is the answer 
to be? | 

I can give it—but I dare hardly set it down. 
Yes, what was it that was neefled; what in- 
genious combination of shipbuilding; what 
transverse bulkheads; what skill; what 
genius—how much expense in money and 


trained thinking; what learned contriving to 


avert that disaster? 

To save that ship, all these lives, so much 
anguish for the dying and so much grief for 
the bereaved, all that was needed in this par- 
ticular case in the way of science, money, in- 
genuity, and seamanship was one man and 
one cork fender. 

Yes; one man, a quartermaster, an able 
seaman that would know how to jump to an 
order and was not an excitabe fool. In my 
time at sea there was no lack of men in Brit- 
ish ships who could jump, to ah order and 
were not excitable fools. As to the so-called 
cork fender, it is a sort of soft balloon made 
from a net of thick rope rather more thana 
foot in diameter. It is such a long time since 
I have indented for cork fenders that I don’t 
remember how much thesethings cost apiece 
—30 Shillings or less, perhaps. And one of 
them, hung judiciously over the side at the 


he was about would have saved from de- 
struction the ship and upwards of 1,000 lives. 


Homely Expedient Forgotten, 

. Two men with two fenders would have been 
better, but even the use of one would have 
made all the difference between a damaging 
accident and downright disaster. Gy the 
time the cork fender had been squcezed be- 
tween the liner’s side and the biuff of the 
Storstad’s bow the effect of the later’s re- 
versed propeller would have been produced, 
and the ships would have come ¢part with 
no more damage than, perhaps, bulged or 
started plates, and that above the water lire, 
too, not enough to cause a lexl:i—let alone 
a sinking! 

Wasn't there lying about on that liner's 
bridge, fitted with all sorts of scientific con- 
trivances, a couple of simple and effective 
cork fenders—or on board of that Nor- 
wegian either? There must have been, since 
one ship was just out of a dock or harbor 
and the other just arriving. That is the 
time, if ever, when cork fenders are lying 
about a ship’s decks. And there was plenty 
of time to use them, and exactly in the con-

ISLAM MISSIONARY BEGINS

LONDON, June 20.—A Moslem campaign 
to convert England has begun in’London. 

One of the missionaries who is to lead the 
campaign is Quari Sarfaraz Hussun, recent- 
ly arrived from Delhi. | 

He made his first bow to an English au- 
dience at a meeting at Caxton hail, where 
he was introduced by the Right Hon. 
Syed Ameer Ali, who was the first Indian 
to be made a member of the privy council. 

A dramatic announcement was made by 
the quari at the conclusion of’an address. 
This was that a young Englishwoman had 
embraced the faith of Islam. 

The young woman then came forward and, 
prompted by the quari, recited in Arabic the 
Moslem confession of faith. 

The assembly offered prayers for the new 
convert, who, however, refused to allow her 
hame to be published 

So far the most notable convert Islam has 


, made in this country is Lord Headley, whose 


conversion was announced last year. Heis 
an Irish peer who succeeded to the barony in 
January, 1913, and at one time he was en- 
gaged in India as a civil engineer. 

At a service in London soon after his con- 
version to celebrate the Islamic rite of 
Jooma-Nimiaz, Lord Headley read the Dua 
—the prayér—as follows: 

** May we, O God, our preserver and com- 
forter, endeavor to follow in the footsteps of 
thy holy prophets, Moses, Christ, and Ma- 
homet, and from their teachings may we 
learn humility and patience. ... 

“ Give us courage to follow in the footsteps

FRANCE’S HAND REMOVED

France's government exe¢reises a very 


strict control over the Paris money market 


and has the power to prevent foreign states 
from securing funds there. 
which several other continental nations of 
Europe find it possible to wield over their 
own money markets, but which is beyond the 
reach of the treasury in Downing street, 
London, as weil as that in Washington, 
The first two cabinets of Raymond Poin- 
caré’s presidency were very rigorous in their 
insistence that no French cash should go to 
any of the recent warring Balkan powers, 
unless proofs were furnished that it would | 
be employed exclusively for peaceable pur- 
poses, and for the economic regeneration and 
development of the countries concerned. 
These were not to be allowed to have any 
money whatsoever for military and naval ob- 
jects. In assuming this attitude, the French 
government was prompted by a two-fold 
motive. In the first place, it was determined 
upon political grounds to prevent a renewal 
of the sanguinary wars of extermination in 


the southeast of Europe; and, secondly, it | 


realized that the only chance that French 
investors would have of getting any returns 
for their advances would be if the Balkan 
states abstained from further fighting, and 
devoted themselves to the arts of peace. 


Money Secured in Paris, 


When the Doumergue-Caillaux adminis- 


|, tration came into power, however, in France, 


the state control over the Parisian money 
market was relaxed. Both Turkey and 
Greece were enabled to obtain all the money 
they wanted, mainly through the sale of 
their treasury notes by the leading financial 
houses on the banks of tthe Seine. This 
money was secured without any restriction. 
It has been devoted by both Greece and 
Turkey to purely military and naval pur- 
poses. Both nationg have been acquiring 
battieships, cruisers, and destroyers, as well 
as guns and ammunition, and now they are 
so far prepared for a resumption of the fray 
that the ‘Hellenic premier, Venezelos, has 
issued peremptory orders to all Greek ship- 


- ping in the Black sea and in the Sea of Azov 


to hasten home before the Straits of the 
Dardanelles are closed by war; that Turkey, 
as well as Greece, is purchasing coal from 
Cardiff in such quantities for immediate 
delivery as could only be warranted by the 
impending outbreak of hostilities, and that 
the Greek prime minister has declared in 
the national parliament at Athens that an- 
other conflict with Turkey was not only im- 
minent but inevitable, 


Treaty of Peace Which Entailed War, 

The treaty of peate between Greece and 
Turkey concluded on Nov. 13 last would 
never have been signed had it not been that 
both countries were suffering from financial 
exhaustion, and unable to obtain any money 
to resume their war. For it left unsettled 
the is: 1e8 most vital in ‘the eyes of both na- 
tions and most pregnant with probabilities 
of a recurrence of hostilities in the near 
future. Lhe plenipotentiaries, finding that 
they could come to no agreement whatso- 
ever about the Acgean islands, finally decided

Moreover, while the problems offered by 
the Wakufs, or religious foundations, in the 
territories which had passed from Ottoman 
to Greek rule were arranged, the matter of 
the rights of the Moslems in the Turkish 
provinces annexed by Greece was left in a 
very unsatisfactory condition. Neither 
country honestly wished for peace. It was 
only because they had no money at the 
time that they could not retume their fight- 
ing; and, while the Greeks made no secret 
of their determination to retain the ASgean 
islands at all costs, the Turks, on their side, 
made no concealment of the fact that at the 
first favorable opportunity they would drive 
the Greeks not only out of the Atgean 
islands, but also from all that territory on 
the mainland which «they had been com- 
pelled to abandon to the rule of King Con- 
stantine. 


Contempt for Concert of Great Powers. 
An unfortunate feature of the entire situa- 


tion is the utter contempt and indifference | 


which both Greece and Turkey manifest for 
the views and the demands of the great pow- 
ers. It is realized at Stamboul as well as at 
Athens, after what has taken place during 
the last two years, that the great powers as 
a unit will not have any recourse to arms, 
in order to enforce any of their decisions, 
either about the islands in the A%gean, or 
anything else.

DREAMS AND REALITIES. | 
Col, Roosevelt’s adventures in the Bra- 
eilian wilderness turn the thought of the 
world at least for the moment upon a re- 
gion which for many a “ fireside traveler” 
has an unequaled fascination. Probably 
for most of ns the tropics mean tltis region 
rather than any other, rather than India, 
even, or equatorial Africa. 
The reason is perhaps not hard to pad. | 
r It is the Amazon, mightiest of rivers, that 
has centeted our imagination on this part 
of the tropics and made all its conditions 
interesting. We think of the Amazon as 
one of the four or five chief features of the 
earth’s topography, one of the first main 
| details sketched by the creator in the world 
design. The Oceans, the polar caps, that 
huge upheaval of terrestrial vertebra, the 
Himalayas, only these hold their own 
against the majesty of the greatest of rivers 
sweeping through endless leagues down 
from the Andes, through mountain barriers, 
through limitless tropic forests, dark with 
the perpetual night of impenetrable foliage, 
‘through vast jungles, rank with the violent 
growths forced by the equatorial sun and 
the downpour of tropic storms, a world 
alive with the blazing colors of tropic flow- 
ers and tropic birds and the bronze of naked 
savages. 
All this and more the adventures of Col. 
Roosevelt set running through our minds 


| on the cinematograph of our fancy. And 


yet for the fireside traveler there is a cer 
tain compensation though we have not seen 
and never will see, with the eye of sense, 
these wonders. It is not that we have es- 
caped the physical pains and penalties of ad- 
venture. We like to think we are not so soft, 
60 mollycoddlish as that. There is a more 
honorable consolation. And itis this: The 
imagination is a more daring adventurer 
than the body, and when we see with the 
physical eyes, the fact dashes the dream. 
The man who first saw Niagara must have 
had a splendid sensation. But only a very 
unimaginative person or one who never has 
heard of the greatest of waterfalls is not 
disappointed in the first sight of them. And 
in one of the most vivid and interesting 
books ever written about the Amazon region, 
the young English journalist, Tomlinson, in 
“The Sea and the Jungle,” confesses 
this <Ommon experience at the first sight ef 
the Amazon. 

Of course, with acquaintance this disap- 
pointment wears away as the wonder of 
nature’s handicraft creeps upon our senses 
and overflows the mind. Yet we cannot 
all be adventuring, for most of us must be 
stay-at-homes to keep the pot of civiliza- 
tion a-boiling, and it is only fair play, per- 
haps, that we should be permitted to fiy high 
and far on the wings of fancy. 

“ Of all charms that touch our souls,” 
says Anatole France in the delightful pages 
of “The Garden of Epicurus,” “the most 
moving is that of the mysterious. Beauty 
undraped is no beauty, and what we love 
the best is always the unknown. Existence 
would be intolerable were we fortbidden all 
dreams. Life’s best gift is the feeling it 
affords as of an ineffable thing that is no 
part of it. The real helps us, more of less 
imperfectly, to frame some scrap of the 
ideal. It may be this is its chiefest use.” 

Surely it is a wonderful and inspiring 
thing about life and one of the most en- 
nobling facts of this imperfect human na- 
ture of ours that the imagination from its 
tiny footing of reality builds a universe 
which nature in her wmost magnifitent 
moods cannot surpass.

Policy and principle are bridged 
by inconsistency, and rational progress is 
out of the question when Democratic theory 
constantly tries to prevent the party from 
taking the direction in which necessity 
drives it. 

If the leaders were consistent they would 
be weaker still. President Wilson persist- 
ently and successfully violates the principle 
of the separation of the powers. His “ en- 
croachments"’ upon the inviolable legisla- 
tive function have been spirited, direct, and 
conquering. By these encroachments he 
has had extraordinary success in putting 
his program into legislation. 

In what he wants to be he is what his 
party most fears, the dictator at the head 
of the federal government. The subordi- 
nate leaders accept this dictatorship, and it 
may be a fortunate thing for the nation thar 
the president, able to establish and maintain 
such personal power, is a man whose ideal- 
ism is such that occasionally it approaches 
the quixotic.

The brainiest men in insurance clearly see

The brainiest and most farseeing 
employers are doing as much for the con- 
servation of the health of their employés as 
is being done in well developed municipal 
health departments. Their per capita ex- 
penditure for health is greater than the 
per capita expenditure of the average health 
department and the effort expended goes 
straighter to the individual who needs it. 

The labor unions are doing much, Some, 
like the cigar makers, are most active health 
agencies; others lag as much as do certain 
employers of labor.

All of this means that the organized medi- 


cal profession is no longer the great agency 
for the promotion of health work. Theirs 
was the voice that cried out in the wil- 
derness. They were the John the Baptists 
who prepared the way. But the cry now is, 
and from now on will b®¥, from other quar- 
ters. 

Eighteen years ago Havelock Ellis wrote 
the “ Nationalization of Medicine.” A few 
far seeing physicians heard the voice and 
knew its meaning, but the men mired down 
in disease were too fatalistic, too hopeless 
to know, even to hear. Within a decade 
Moore wrote the “ Dawn of the Health 
About one out of ten physicians 
could understand, and but few besides had 
anything but sneers for the work. 

a : 

The nationa: insurance act of 1911 drove 
home the knowledge that the people pay 
the cost of illness, that poor medical service 
costs the taxpayers great sums of money, 
and that the assessments ran beyond the 
people to the property and the industry. 
Since the beginning the load has been car- 
ried by two groups working as partners— 
the owners and the workers. Havelock 
Ellis tried to tell the parties Interested— 
they could not hear. Moore tried it—they 
could not understand. ‘These insurance 
measures are making it plain. 

Nothing has so promoted the health ac- 
tivities of employers as workingmen’ & com- 
pensation acts. The immediate result was 
pafety first work, but the effect has spread 
far beyond. The next step is a health in- 
eurance act. When. this hecomes operative 
it will be as much of a stimulus to general 
health conservation as the workingmen’s 
compensation act has been to employers’ 
interest in the conservation of the health 
of their employés. All of which means that 
the way to promote the cause is to develop 
its economic side, to demonstrate the money 
waste of inefficiency. The effort stimulated 
necessarily will take care of the life loss.

Of what life significance is hookworm? 
Let us say none. Why the interest? Waste! 
And so with malaria and alcohol and ve- 
nereal disease and consuinption. 

Alcohol causes deaths and produces dis- 
ease, it id true, but that is the lesser side. 
It wastes. Knopf quotes the Prohibition 
Year Book as sayitg America’s drink bill 
is four billions a year. He estimates that 
it costs the United States twenty millions 
a year to pay the costs of arresting, trying, 
and incarcerating the drunks. On top of 
all that is the cost of the disease and dis- 
ability due to alcohol. ‘It is estimated that 
a fourth of the insanity is due to alcohol. 

It is a very large factor in crime, chronic 
pauperism, and’ general delinquency. There 
is a general agreement that alcoholic par- 
ents have poor children and that a drunken 
mother harnis the progeny worse than a 
drunken father. Many authorities think 
that alcoholism is the largest inheritance 
factor in epilepsy.

And yet, in spite of all this, the strong- 
est forces workipg against alcoholism are 
the economic forces. Nobody wants to pay 
wages to a drunkard. Many will not pay 
them. Before long nobody will. A little 
while ago some romance attached to the 
heavy drinker. Now people look down on 
him. He is weak willed. His inheritance 
is probably bad. His children will be below 
par. He & probably a syphilitic. The 
chance is good that he will end in the in- 
sane asylum, poorhouse, or prison. Peo- 
ple pity him, The strut is all gone when 
people look with pity. | 

The drunkard is classed as a man with 
a drug habit. When they start in to cure 
him they first get the drug out of him. A 
favorite among drunkards\ themselves ig a 
Turkish bath. ‘The ordinary drug cures 
proceed on the same basis—first, get rid of 
the drug. 

As Dr. Alex Lambert says: “ They must 
be unpoisoned before they can havea chance 
to go on without the alcohol.” Lambert 
uses a modified Towne method. He gives 
compound cathartic pills and a specific. The 
specific is composed of two parts tincture 
of beladonna, one part fluid extract of prick- 
ly ash, and one part fluid extract of hyoscya- 
mus. Of this he gives six drops every 
hour. -At the end of every six hours he 
increases the dose two drops, but he does 
not give more than sixteen drops at any 
dose. This is kept up for thirty-two hours.

Belladonna and hyoscyamus are powerful 
drogs and the man who tries to treat him- 
self using them is liable to poison himeelf. 
Now notice this important part of the treat- 


ment: 

With the first dose of specific give four 
compound cathartic pills; fourteen hours 
later give two to four compound cathartic 
pills, Six hours later another dose of pills, 
two to four. If the patient begins to have 
green stools, give an ounte of castor oil.

His paper has for a quarter of a century 
past fulfilled in the land of the czars much 
the same role as that of the late Henry La- 
bouchere’s Truth in London, with this dif- 
ference: that whereas Truth has always 
been extremely radical In its political views, 
the Grazhdanin has championed above 
everything else, Muscovite autocracy and 
conservatism. This immunity is due pri- 
marily to the favor of the late Alexander

On 
the demise of Nicholas, Alexander was 
obliged, for dynastic reasons, to give up all 
ideas of wedding Princess Marie Metcher- 
esky and led to the altar instead his dead 
brother’s Gancée, Princess Dagmar of Den- 
mark, now dowager czarina.

It was owing 
to this romance in his life that Alexander III, 
displayed so much paternal kindness and so- 
licitude to Elim Demidoff, and it was thanks, 
too, to this that her brother, Prince Metcher- 
sky, the owner of Grazhdanin,’’ was allowed 
such an extraordinary amount of latitude in 
connection with his paper. 

There is one role that he played which is 
but little known, being credited to the late 
procurator of the holy synod, Pobiedonost- 
zeff. For it was really Metchersky who 
succeeded in persuading Alexander III., on

On the night following the assassination, 
Alexander III., after closing his father's 
eyes, had driven back from the winter pal- 
ace to his home in the Anitchkoff palece in 
his closed carriage, supporting in his arms 
his wife, half out of her mind with horror at 
the spectacie which she had just witnessed, 
the whole lower portion of the body of her 
father-in-law having been blown to pieces 
by the fatal bomb. Before Alexander had 
been long at his palace he was rejoined by 
Gen. Loris Melikoff,, the premier, Gen. Mil- 
jutin, the minister of war, besides other of 
his father’s ministers, who urged upon him

The emperor bade them good-night with- 
out giving any definite answer.

It was near 1 o’clock in the morning when 
he was startled by a noise in the anteroom, 
and walking to the door and opening it, 
found himself face to face with a man ar- 
rayed in the gold embroidered uniform of & 
chamberlain, in whom he recognized Prince 
Metchersky. Much astonished, the czar al- 
lowed him to enter the library, whereupon 
Metchersky fell on his knees at his sov- 
ereign’s feet and passionately exclaimed, 
“Lord and emperor, in the autocracy of 
the czar lies the whole strength of Russia, 
as well as its development and progress. 
It is upon this that her entire future rests!” 

Then, rising, he addressed Alexander at 
considerable length, with such vehemence 
and force that he actually fell back into the 
old Muscovite way of addressing his majesty 
as “thou,” He spoke of the loyalty to the 
throne of the old Boyar families, of the old 
territorial aristocracy as constituting the 
foundation of the traditional autocracy of 
the czar. He declared that Russia and the 
czaf would only then be lost when the latter 
ceased to have confidence in himself, when 
he surrendered his inherited powers, aud 
that the maintenance of this principle of au- 
tocracy was longed for by every true and. 
patriotic Russian. 

Alexander listened throughout with the 
utmost attention. He had found what he 
wanted—a man who refiected his own ideas, 
and who gave them consistence; that, too, 
with energy and disinterestedness. He 
thanked Metchersky warmly as he bade him 
good-night. On the following morning, as 
soon as Gen. Melikoff entered the presence 
of the czar, the latter commanded him to 
git down and write out his resignation:of 
the premiership. 

The die had been cast, and Metchersky’s 
advice’ had been accepted. Three months 
afterwards, Alexander III. took the occa- 
sion of summoning Metchersky to the An- 
itchkoff palace, in order to again express hia 
thanks to him, and throughout his reign the 
prince was in the habit of being commanded 
from time to time to interviews with the 


emperor at Katchina and elsewhere, much | 


to the dismay of the ministers, who looked 
upon this intercourse much in the same way 
as would the English\prime minister if the 
late Queen Victoria dr King Edward had 
been in the habit of summoning Henry La- 
bouchere to Buckingham palace for the pur- 
pose of consulting with him about affairs of 
state. 

Metchersky, who has always favored a 
friendly understanding with Germany, on 
the plea that any complete entente between 
the Russian monarchy and.the ultra-radical 
republic of France was an impossible mesal- 
liance, belongs to one of those great houses 
of Russia, such as the Troubetzkoys, the 
Narishkines, the Galitzins, and the Garga- 
rines, which claim descent from Rurik, and 
from among whom Michael Romanoff was 
elected to the Muscovite throne. At the be 


ginning of the seventeenth century these 
Russian Boyars assembled for the purpose | 


of electing one of their number as czar. 
Dmitri Troubetzkoy, the general to whom 
more than any one else the repulse of the 
Polish invasion had been due, was their first 
choice, It was only after he had declined 
the honor that, on his nomination, Michael 
Romanoff, the founder of the now sovereign 
dynasty of Romanoff, was elected in his 
stead,

his present position very well, that it did 
not suit hit to go to Mexico just then, but 
if President Diaz cared to come to Galeana, 
Reyes would be delighted to see him. Now, 
Galeana was Reyes’ mountain home and he 
had it #0 well fortified that it was almost 
impregnable. Diaz did not go to see Reyes 
and the matter was dropped. 

After Madero was made president Reyes 

started a revolution of his own,.so lame and 
impotent that he himself Oame in and sur- 
rendered to a small military outpost near 
Monterey. And in Santiago prison, Reyes 
and Felix Diaz met and planned another 
_ revolution which ended in another fiasco. 
' Poor Reyes ended his long military career 
| the morning of Feb. ¥, 1018, in front of the 
' National palace in Mexico Wity. He had been 
to many cabinet meetings there; he had many 
times reported to his chiefs in that build- 
ing, and it was there his body lay in state 
through the courtesy of President Madero, 
} whom he had risen up to destroy. 
But the Diaz and Reyista movement went 
a long way in proving that the Cientifico 
party, which was Still very strong, was not 
backing Felix Diag. A lawyer friend told me 
that he knew the Cientificos were really 
against Diaz, not for him; that their only 
candidate for president was Jorg Vera Esta- 
nol.’

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GERMANY TROUBLED BY TOO 
MANY UNIVERSITY STUDENTS. 


BERLIN, June 20.—Too many university 
students is the odd complaint being yoiced 
in both Germany and Austria. 

The trouble in Berlin and Germany as a 
whole concerns the medical students mainly. 
The flood of them has grown so rapidly that 
the ministry of education ie puzzling over 
some way to lessen it. Two or three reme- 
dies have been proposed, one of which is to 
limit the number of foreign students at each 
university. This would be an extension of 
rules promulgated a year ago. A latge in- 
crease in entrance and tuition fees and a 
raising of the standards of admission have 
also been suggested. The recent contentions 
between physicians on the one side and state 
insurance boards on the other have shown 
how overcrowded the medical profession in 
Germany is. 

In Austria the complaint is general. The 
Associated Press correspondent at Vienna 
reports that Prof. Wettstein, rector of the 
U niversity of Vienna, in a recent appeal to 
the Austrian diet for funds for 4 students’ 
home, declared that scores of students were 
living under such conditions of poverty that 
they were half starved and sometimes with- 
out shelter. Im somie instances, he said, the 
student was unable to go to his room at all 
during the day, as it wae used asa workshop. 
They were actually forced to spend their 
spare time in cafés and cheap restaurants.

Washington. D. C., June 20—[Special.]— 
Senator Francis G. Newlands of Nevada 
on Monday will introduce in the senate an 
amendment to the rivers and harbors bill 
providing for the creation of a commission 
of cabinet officers, members of the house 
and senate, and government experts to study 
the whole problem of fi¢od control, soil ero- 
sion, re-forestration, and reservoi construc- 
tion in the Mississippi, san hd Missouri 
valleys. 

The amendment has been 1 the in- 
dorsement of President Wilson and his. cabi- 
net. It was, as a matter of fact, rewritten 
by Secretary Houston, following the meet- 
ing of the cabinet which approved ‘the meas- 
ure and the policy which it sets forth. 


$300,000 Fund for Year. 
The amendment will appropriate $300,000 
for the use of the commission during the 
coming year. The original measure carried 
$500,000, but at the suggestion of Senator 
Simmons, chairman of the senate commerce 
committee, the amount was reduced. 
The amendment will serve as a substitute 
for the Newlands bill appropriating $600,- 
000,000 to carry out the flood control plan 
recommended by the leading engineers of 
the country. After the commission has re- 
ported the original bill will be brought for- 
ward again, probably in the next congress, 
for final consideration. 


Makeup of the Commission. 

The amendment provides that the commis- 
sion shall be composed of the secretary of 
war, the secretary of the interior, the secre- 
tary of agriculture, the secretary of com- 
merce, two members of the senate, and two 
members of the house. 

It is authorized to investigate ‘questions 
relating to the development, improvement, 
regulation, and control of interstate and for- 
eign commerce, includins irrigation, forestry, 
swamp land reclamation, clarification of 
streams, regulation of flow, control of floods. 
utilization of water power, prevention of 
soil waste, codperation of railways and 
-waterways, and promotion of trarigter facil- 
ities and sites.

Veteran Coach ‘Played Hookey’ When Boy to Row o 
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n Lake Cayaga; Won Fi irst Race i in Canoe of Own Construction. f

EARLY fifty years ago In the ste 
‘village of Union Springs, N. Y.. sit- 
uated on the shores of Lake Cayuga, 
there was a youngster who was 

bright in his three R's and had a 

real liking for his studies. But this liking 
was nothing compared to the lure of the 
rippling waters, where an improvised skiff 
fairly beckoned to the youngster to “* play 
hookey.”’ 


So it happened that Charley Corfrtney 
teceived many “ wallopings '—to use his 
own expression—before his family became 
reconciled to his career as an oarsman. 
Charlies E. Courtney, known to Cornell 
students as the ‘old man,’’ and for twenty- 
hine years coach of the Ithaca‘crews, which 
will meet their annual test at Poughkeepsie 
next Friday, is a disciplinarian to the last 
word, and he frankly admits he would ad- 
minister sound “ wallopings” to any 
youngster under his charge who behaved 
in this day and age as he did in his own 
boyhood.

prompted Courtney to ‘play hookey” 
when a mere boy caused him to enter a 
race to be held at Aurora, N. Y., in 1868. 
He then was 19 years old. Courtney had 
no boat suitable for a race, but he had read. 
in Harper's Magazine of McGregor’s canoe 
in England. From that description Court- 
ney and his chum began work on a canoe 
. with what tools and what material they 
could gather without expense. 

When this crude contrivance, fitted with 
oar locks, was finished it was 16 feet long, 
9 feet deep, 24 inches wide, and weighed 


pull. Courtney went to Aurora for the race. 
When he saw the new Elliott shells of his 
two opponents “‘ the shivers went down my 
back,” he says in describing his feelings. 
‘These light, new fangled demons weighed 
only ‘thirty-five pounds, and were twelve 
inches wide. Courtney’s canoes in compar- 
igon was a most homely contrivance, and

So when the starter’s pistol sent the field 
away young Courtney bent over his home- 
made oars, and greatly to the surprise of 
the spectators, as well as himself, he forged 
to the front. The farther they went the 
farther Courtney pulled ahead, ‘and ‘the 
farther ahead he got the harder he rowed. 
No trick of those water cleaving shells of 
his rivals should overtake him. At the 
finish of the three mile journey he was 
nearly three-quarters of a mile in advance 
of his field, and his homely cance was 
vindicated, | 

The old silver cup which Courtney won 
in that first race still is used by his wife at 
the breakfast table of their Ithaca home 
to hold hot water for the inorning bever- 
age. .

The present Cornell coach rowed in 
eighty-eight races as an amateur and never 
was beaten. As a professional he won 
thirty-seven and lost seyen. One of these 
defeats was against Edward’ Hanlan at 
Lachine in 1878, when the finish was so 


close that many of the spectators disputed _ 


the official verdict. } 
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A return race of five miles on Chautauqua 
lake was arranged, and resulted in heavy 
wagering, because of the closeness of the 
former struggle. Courtney never drank or 
smoked, As the day for the race ap- 
proached, however, Hanlan was reported to 
have broken training. s frightened 
backers sought Courtney wii *proposi- 
tion.’” It was spurned, Thefhext morning 
Courtney found his shell had been sawed in 
two. Hanlan's supporters charged Court- 
ney with seeking an excuse flor defeat, but 
Cornell men of only a décade ago have 
heard the story from fishermen, who saw 
it done, tell how Courtney’s shell was de- 
stroyed at the behest of his own backer, 
who gold him out, 


Courtney rowed his first race ‘‘ away 
from home,”’ as he expresses it, on June 25, 
1873, on Onondaga lake, Syracuse. He won. 
Later he became a professional against the 
wishes of his family in 1878, to row in a 
face at Saratoga against Pred Plaisted, 
then helping Jim Rice in coaching at Co- 
lumbia, and James Riley, a hotelkeeper of 
Seratoga. The. race was three miles, for a 
purse of $500, offered by Jolin Morrissey, 
with an entrance fee of $100. For the first 
mile and one-half it Was a tough struggle, 
but Courtney then drew away and won 


ae! 


easily. This success led to the match with 
Hanlan. 

In 1885 Courtney became coach of the 
Cornell navy. Cornell’s success in-inter- 
collegiate rowing has been most note- 
worthy under his tuition. In the five years 
previous to 1914, Cornell crews won twenty- 
eight of thirty-two races in.which they 
were entered. Courtney likes a winner, 
but many times he has jeopardized victory 
by ordering from the boat an athlete who 
broke training, The whole Cornell student 
body supports him in this discipline, A 
man dismiseed from the boat is in disgrace 
with his fellows. 

i 

The co-calted “ Courtney stroke,’ which 
has been so extensively copied, was “‘ dis- 
covered,” as Courtney. relates, in 1895. 
Courtney didn’t think the crew was get- 
ting all the power possible out of the stroke. 
The catch was weak and the power did not 
geem to be applied in the middle of the 
stroke. He confided his opinion to Tom 
Hall, a graduate student, who had a seat 
in the boat. Together they rigged up an 
indicator similar to that used on steam 
locomotives. ‘Then I learned more in 
fifteen minutes than I ever had known be- 
fore,” says Courtney. He ordered the men 
to start the leg stroke with the arm pull, 
and to end at the same time. The result 
was the “ Courtney stroke,’’ sustained all 
the way through with no break. 

Charlies Edward Courtney was born on 
Nov. 13, 1849, at Union Springs, N. Y. His 
father went there from Salem, Mass., going

up the river in a packet, becayse there was 
no railroad, Young Geutinet af attended the 
local high school and Oakwood seminary, 
a Quaker institution. He then served 
three years as a carpenter’s apprentice, 
and also learned cabinet making. The 
wages were $1 a day, but he was given 
journeyman’s pay of $2.50 long before the 
time agreed upon with his employer. 
~o 


Later Courtney embarked in business 
with his brother in a carpentering and 
woodwork shop, which he conducted until 
he accepted. the positon as rowing coach 
at Cornell, work that he enjoyed more. 
While he has no children of hig dwn Court- 
ney and his wife have undertaken to see 
that the four sons of his brother, now dead, 
secure an education. Howard, one of the 
boys is a student at Cornell. Courtney 
lives at his own home in Ithaca all the year 
round except one month in summer, which 
he devotes to fishing in the Susquehanna. 

During the last winter Courtney startled 


the college world in addresses before Cor- 


nell alumni clubs*in Chicago St. Lovis, 
Milwaukee, and other cities, by decrying | 
the overdoing of college athletics, and tak- | 
ing a stand against four mile rowing races, 
on the ground that students cannot take 
time from their studies to prepare proper- 
ly for such a grueling grind. 

And Cornell men who knpw and love 
the “Old Man,’ knew he meant every 
word of what he ante.

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JOHNSON. HAS. ADVANTABE 


BY RAY C. PEARSON, | 
Next Saturday night; barring a postpone- 
ment, there will flash around the world the 


report of a battle between two heavyweights é 


in Paris, and cable and telegraph key/wili tell 
the result of the efforts of a young Irish- 
American named Frank Moran to become 
heavyweight champion of the world. The 
man he will meet is Jack Johnson, the big 
negro, who all must admit is the world’s 
champion. despite the fact that he has been 
discredited in this country because of con- 
duct which made him a court figure and 
caused him to flee the United States, . 

There is no need of digging into the past, 
pugilistic or otherwise, of the ebony skinned 
champion, for everybody who knows any- 
thing about the fighting game is well aware 
of: what he has done with the padded mitts. 
Most important and worth stating here is 
the fact that Johnson won the world’s title 
as fairly as any man ever won it. He. did 
that before he got tangled up with legal diffi- 
culties. . Since he won the crown Johnson 
never has been defeated, and he has fought 
several battles against the best men who 
could be found for Opponents. As he cannot 
rightfully be deposed as champion until he 
has been beaten, it is up to some husky chap 
to come along and clout him into the’ has 
been class.”’ 

Young Moran Confident. 

Young Frark Moran thinks that the stage 
has n set for him to do what no other 
man has been able to do to Jack Johnson 
sinee he won the crown from Tommy Burns. 
Moran isn’t €ven modest when he talks 
about the approaching combat with the big 
negro, judging by the reports that haye been 
wafted here in newspaper stories, for he de- 
clares that -he surély will defeat Johnson. 

Perhaps this Moran person, who calis 
Pittsburgh his: home, thinks he has arrived 


at the championship door and only has to. 


push-it open with one of his. burly fists be- 


¢ause Johnson has to be beaten some time. 


The negro, of course, cannot go along and 
always win, and Moran may think. that he 
is stepping into Jcéhnson just at the proper 
time—the time to break the winning string 
of the title holder. There is only one thing 
that will prove whether he is right or wrong 
in his “ dope,’’ and that is the actual combat. 
_ Those who know. the fighting ability of 
Jack Johnson and Frank Moran do not agree 
with the views held by the young Pittsourgh 
Irishman. They figure that the confident 
and optimistic challenger for the crown is 
“up against it,”’ and that the only thing he 
is likely to gain is the coin that goes with 
the loser’s end, and perhaps a good lacing, 
with the chancés bright for a trip to dream- 
land. 


Hope.of the White Race, 

On the other hand, should Moran do what 
rio.one but Morah thinks he can do—defeat 
Jack Johnson—the pugilistic world will re- 
ceive a jolt akin to that experienced by the 

negro himself. 

There is another thing that may help the 
Irishman in the coming combat. He will 
know that he is going into the battle with 
everybody rooting for him to win. All the 
world is hoping that a white man will rule 
the heavyweight division, just as he always 
did before Jack Johnson “ arrived,"’ for no 
negro ever held that honor before Johnson. 
Knowing that he carries the hope of the 
white race may strengthen the spine of 
Moran when the crashing blows of black 
fists land on his anatomy, as they are sure 


to do. That knowledge may spur him onto. 


greater effort and gameness if he finds him- 
self in the “ last ditch.” 

Moran has the physical réeidirenenints fore 
champion of heavyweights—in fact, he is 
ideally built. He carries 198 pounds of 
avoirdupois on a frame that extends 6 feet 
1 inch skyward, and he possesses a reach of 
78 inches. He undoubtedly has his full 
growth, for he is 27 years old. Physical 
comparison with the man he is to meet 
doesn't make him appear at any great dis- 
advantage, although the negro will’ carry 
from fifteen to twenty pounds more weight 
into the ring. 


Advantages with N egro, 

It is in fighting ability, ring genéralship, 
and ,experience that Moran shows to the 
greatest disadvantage. There is no dodging 
the fact that Johnson has been and probably 
ts today a wonderful ring man, although he 
can no longer be considered a young man, 
pugilistically speaking. He can punch with 
gither..hand, he can block and stall, and 


possesses a’ Wonderfully cool and crafty 


head. That's the kind of a person Mr. Moran 
is to stack up ‘against. | 

The greatest chance for thé Irishman 
seems to lie in his strength. He might win 
if he could wear down the negro, for they are 
to battle over the twenty round route, and 


strength is the one essential in which Moran 


is superior to the nian he meets,

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TALIA! Italia! What music lies in the name— 

what romance in toe image! From Goethe to 

Browning, from Mary Queen of Scots to Mignon, 

the thoughts of all those whe have known and loved 
the land of beauty and sunlight and song have ever 
turned wistfully toward its glamorous romance. 


Broken in spirit Mary cried, “If you open my heart - 


you will see but one word graven inside it, ‘ Italy.’” 
And Byron exclaims: “ Italia! O Italia! thou who hast 
the fatal gift of beauty.” 

And if Italy means romance, is there a period in the 
history of the world so completely imbued with this 
atmosphere as the renaissance, when beauty and learn- 
ing, when art and music and singing and dancing first 


superseded the materialism and debauchery of the earlier 


centuries? And whom among women do you choose as the 
most romantic? Cleopatra? Mary Queen of Scots? Both 


splendid examples of the gorgeous color of life—of the . 


web that is woven with the golden threads of adventure 


and the silver threadg.of power? But both the t mpera- 
mental Cleopatra “and the arrogant JAary belong to other 


periods, other characterizations. 

For pure romance you must choose Beatrice d’Este, 
“the sweetest lady in all Italy.” Sheis the incarnation, 
the embodiment of the renaissance, that splendid period 
of the rebirth of beauty; she is Italy; she is Romance. 
Gracious, tender, gay, and talented, she captivated 
every one who met her. Scholafs and poets, painters 
and soldiers, diplomats and cavaliers alike adored her. 

Born of a noble house, beside which the Medicis, the 
Sforzas, or the Della Roveres were upstarts, Beatrice 
was from her youth surrounded with art and culture. 
When she was young she and her mother visited her 
grandfather, King Ferrante of Naples, and here she had 
about her the influences which were just springing into 
birth, Here Latin comedies were performed: a new 
school of poets sprang up, comprising such names as 
Niccolo da Correggio, Boiardo, and the boy Ariosto. 

Beatrice and her sister, Isabella, who afterward mar- 
ried the Marquess of Mantua, both learned to play the 
viol and the lute, to sing canzoni and sonnets to the ac- 
companiments of these instruments. Beatrice had a 
lovely soprano voice and the most accomplished poets 
were glad to have her sing their sonnets. 

Woile still a girl she loved hunting and laughed at 
danger. At 15 this merry, bappy, brilliant young 
girl was married to Lodovico, Duke of Bari, the most 
complete among the princely figures of the Italian renais- 
sance. Together they made the court of Milan, of which 
he was duke regent, the most gorgeous and splendid of 
any court in Italy—the most gorgeous that the world 
ever has seen. Lodovico, who was always passionately 
devoted to art, received the enthusiasm of his young 
wife, and togetaer they made of Milan a little Athens. 

To appreciate Beatrice’s influence among painters and 
poets and scholars a little explanation of the trend of 
art and learning might not be amiss. 

The renaissance was a time when the old, dead, cut 
and dried classics passed away and a new creative in- 
terest sprang up. The classics became colloquial, poetry 
lost its stiffness, the sciences were developed, architec- 
ture flourished: Da Vinci began to paint. 

For a generation nursed in decadent scholarship this 
new awakening meant the rebirth of youth, beauty, and 
freedom. The perfected gentleman in those day; had to 
have a knowledge of Greek and Latin, and be capable of 
using the choicest figures of speech, often improvising 
poetry as polite repartee; he had to be intelligently in- 
terested in all the arts, to be skillful in physical exer- 
cises and cognizant of all the observances of chivalry. 

Beatrice could do all these things and many more. 
She could hunt all day and dance all night. She could 
improvise sonnets that vied with those of Serafino or 
Correggio. She could hold her own in a debate in Latin 
prose over the relative merits of Petrarch and Dante. 
She was the patroness of the first theater in Milan, and 
it was under her tutelage that the most celebrated artist 
in the world, Leonardo da Vinci, planned masques for her 
or amused her. with the beautiful music of his silver lyre. 

In the midst of this prosperity and popularity, this 
splendor and color of life, fell the blackest shadow. 
Happy, radiant, full of the joy of life, Beatrice led the 
merriest on the ballroom floor, and three hours after she 
lay still and quiet and inert. That laugh would never 
ring again through the lofty halls of the Castello: thoxe 
little feet would never trip across the court and out unier 
the trees where courtiers and scholars, artists and sinzers 
and gay cavaliers all adored and obeyed. For Beatrice 
was dead and with her passed the joy and splendor of 
the court and evil days came upon the house of Milnn. 
Not yet 21 years old, that bright, romantic, wonderftl 
life had been snuffed out on the battlefield of women. 
A premature birth robbed Lodovico of the dearest jewel 
of his crown and his home of an adored wife and mother.

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N artist and an anthropologist walking 


given the layman a chance to realize 
pictorially the advance of man through 
the ages, from the tree climbing ape through 


the dark and silent centuries to the dawn of 


history. These busts, which the two men 
have presented to the Belgian academy, are 
not the work of the imagination, but are 
serious and trustworthy attempts to model 
actual representations in accordance with the 
fragments of prehistoric man found in dif- 
ferent parts of Europe. 

To get the greatest amount of actuality 
and truth, M. Rutot and his artist friend, M. 
Louis Mascré, began by reconstructing the 
skulls of these million year old’ ancestors of 
ours, then the muscles of the face and arms 
and the upper body, according to the: es- 
tablished laws of anatomy. It then remained 
only to cover the skeleton with flesh and 
hair, and to give to their features such ex- 
pressions as the culture or occupation of 
their age would warrant. In addition, M. 
Rutot has as often as possible put in their 
hands the implements which have been found 
with the bones, indicating the work of the 
period, and so the state of civilization. 

The faces are none too bright or gay, but 
in those far off days, when ideas came slowly 
if at all, would the features express anything 
but the preoccupation of an animal exist- 
ence? 

The first bust represents the first man of 
whom anything is known. His features are 
indubitably apelike, and he is of -the pre- 
tertiary period, when man ceased ‘to live ex- 
clusively in trees, but was beginning to find 
occupation and sustenance in the fields. It 
is the time of the half human, half simian 
creature which is just beginning to walk up- 
right, but without @ trace of conscious 
thought on the mask of a face. 

The second bust is of the quaternary 
period, and shows the first carnivorous man. 
The bust was reconstructed from the fos- 
sil discovered by Mauer at Heidelberg. With 
his prowess and cunning at catching the wild 
animals has come the suspicion of triumph 
into his face—a sort of lighting up, which 
relieves it from the deadness of the first 
face.

The First Thinking Man. 


The third figure is, according to M. Rutot, 
- the first representative of the thinking man 
—the brute in whom instinct to reason and 
direct his operations is becoming apparent. 
He is already proficient in fashioning instru- 
ments for defense. Around his neck, held in 
place by a vine cord, is a stone, which was 
the beginning of ornamentation and showed 
prestice and authority. From this early be- 
ginning came the necklace of polished stones, 
later of ivory, and today of pearls. 
The fourth example is the short headed 
man of the‘late quaternary period, and he 


shows a remarkable advance owing to the 


fusion of an outside race. 

The fifth man, dating from the mousterian 
era, is the first to wear skins. He evidently 
belongs to the glacial period, and the string 
of shells around his head is the primitive be- 
ginning of crowns and diadems. 

With No. 6, the man of Neanderthal, 
comes retrogression. This man’s features 
are not much im advance of the early tree 
dweller. He is representative of slavery, 
anid shows in features and expression that he 
isithe dog of the thinking man. And yet 
thé expression of his lips would seem to in- 
di¢ate that he is'trying to fashion the half 
articulate words which he has heard his 
masters use. He is in many cases a cave- 
man, driven into the caves in a vain at- 

_.teinpt to free himself from the domination 
of his master. : 

No. 7. and No. 8 show the early intrusion of 
negroid types, remnants of which have been 
found in lower Austria and on the Riviera. 
How is it that these types, which are so dis- 
tinctly separate from European types, could 
be found with them, and yet no more decisive 
traces left on our civilization? Science ex- 
plains this by the numerous upheavals of 
our planet, and says that the negroes were 
in lower Europe at the time that Sicily was 
a part of Italy, and there was no outlet at 
Gibraltar, and the Mediterranean only an 
inland sea. Both of these types show re- 
finements that were slower in coming into 
European culture. They are both orna- 
mented with bracelets and head dresses, and 
the man holds in his hands_one of the most 
finished bits of sculpture of this early period, 
showing that the knowledge of the craft and 
of its implements was far advanced.

With the busts of 9 and 10 we touch the 
borders of the prehistoric. In figure 9 the 
splendid proportions of the skull presuppose 
a real intellectuality. According to the debris 
found in the caves of Périgord, these men 
possessed great skill in painting and en- 
graving.

Barley Muffins. 

One egg, two cups of barley porridge, one 
cup of flour into which has been sifted three 
even teaspoons of ‘baking powder, and a lit- 
tle barley. water or milk if-necessary. Beat 
the egg,:add the barley and stir well, and 
then the flour and baking powder, making a 
rather thick batter. If the porridge left from 
the thick barley water—one-half cup of bar- 
ley cooked in two quarts of water—is used, 
no additional liquid will be needed.

Scotch Broth. 


A chef in a famous old English hotel; who 


had curried mutton and Scotch broth on 
his menu at the same time, gave the follow- 
ing recipe for the latter: “ Take the liquor 
any mutton has been boiled in and remove 
the fat when cold. Wash a cup of pear! bar- 
ley and put it on to boil. When done add te 
the liquor; also a turnip, carrot, onion, and a 
little celery.

A single pound of mutton shoulder, the fat 
and skin removed before it is cooked in two 
quarts of water, will flavor a barley liquid 
sufficiently for a delicate soup, but three 
pounds are generally used for this amount. 
The meat, if first fried a little in hot fat, and 
the vegetables the same; may be taken. out of 
the broth and served as curried mutton by 
making a gravy and flavoring it with eurry. 
Leftover barley porridge can always be used 
to thicken a mutton broth, but if barley is 
added and cooked in it one large tablespoon 
with the other ingredients will make it thick

This may not be obvious to the casual mag-

information. And it is information not 
gieaned from the handbooks and the labor 
of others, but it is information on original 
lines. Who else but Mr. Hard ever thought 
of wringing from the vital statistics of col- 
leges such an amazingly fresh picture of 
those “good old times”. of our grand- 
parents?

I have left to the end, as was fitting, the 
best virtue of this little book. Itis notin the 
least controversial, neither didactic nor mor- 
alistic.

And so, without stirring passions, without 
provoking prejudices, Mr. Hard serenely and 
sweetly, with a remarkable simplicity and 
good humor and definite point, portrays the 
actual conditions of the woman side of the 
world today in our America.

court decisions, one touching on 
the right of a broker to a ecm- 


miesion in a deal initiated by him, al- 
though another’ broker actusliy con- 
summated the sale, and the other having to 
do with a building line restriction clause ina 
deed. The courts, one a federal and the other 
the state Supreme court, mairtained the af- 
firmative of both propositions. 
The case involving the commission was a 
claim made by Farnham, Wil'oughby & Co. 
growing out of the sale by Rogers, Peet & 
Co. to 8. W. Straus of the buiiding and leace- 
hold interest at the northwest corner of 
Clark and Madison streets in 1910 for $250,- 
000. The brokerage firm sued for the com- 
tnission despitet that the actual sale was 
closed by B. A. Thorpe. 


Mr. Willoughby mate two trips to New 
York for the purpose of closing the contract 
of sale, which subsequently was put through 
by the other broker without his knowledge. 
It was contended by Mayer, Meyer, Austrian 
& Platt, attorneys for Rogers, Peet & Co., 
that although Farnham, Willoughby & Co. 
started the negotiations they did not follow 
them to a successful conclusion and the 
other broker closed the deal and was paid the 
commission. 

Adler & Lederer, attorneys for Farnham, 
Willoughby & Co., contended, however, it 
made no difference that another broker 
finally closed the-deal and that Rogers, Peet 


_ & Co. had no right to ignore the brokers who 


were originally responsible in interesting the 
purchaser in the property. This was the 
opinion of the jury in the federal court, be- 
fore which the case was tried, as it brought 
in a verdict fof the plaintiffs of $9,820. The 
case is of particular interest because similar 
‘conditions arise frequently in conection with 
fhe sale of property.
